DISGUISING LEFT-OVERS 

ITH the winter just around the 


corner, so to speak, we can no longer 
dish up ‘‘ left-overs ” in their cold state. 
At least. not without incurring the wrath 
of the family! Everyone appreciates hot 
dishes in the colder weather, and with the 
aid of this week’s recipes they are not 
difficult to achieve. 

For potato cakes the ingredients are:— 
About a pound and a half of cooked 
potatoes, 2 ounces of margarine, a tea- 
spoonful of chopped parsley, 2 eggs, 1 
small onion, bread crumbs, 1 teaspoonful) 
of unsweetened full-cream conden milk 
dissolved in a tablespoonful of hot water. 

Steam the potatoes, and when they are 
quite hot mash them thoroughly with the 
milk and margarine. Add a very little 
salt and pepper, but remember that salt 
was probably added when the potatoes were 
first cooked, so do not be too liberal. 
Peel the onion and’ chop finely. 

Sprinkle it over the mashed potato, 
beating it in with a fork. Treat the 
chopped parsley in the same manner. 

Now beat up the eggs and fold one of 
them into the potatoes. Make into round 

balls. Brush the cakes over with the 

second egg. Roll in breadcrumbs and fry a 
golden brown in boiling fat.

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DROGHEDA COURT 
STATEMENTS 
x—— . 


From Our CORRESPONDENT 
DROGHEDA, Thursday. 


During the hearing of a case at the 
Drogheda Circuit Court to-day, before Acting 
Judge William Black, statements regarding 
the storage of grain were made by Mr. James 
T. .McGee, chairman of the Louth County 
Council, who was called as an auctioneer to 
give evidence as to the value of stores. The 
witness estimated the value of the yard at 
£26 a year. | : 
Cross-examined by Mr. Murnane, barrister- 
at-law, for Miss Bellew, the witness said that 
the great grain-growing revival was not in- 
creasing the letting value of stores like the 
one in this yard. According to the Act 
persons purchasing wheat must have storage 
for eighty per cent. of the grain. The persons 
buying wheat in Drogheda were few and far 
between, and it was not being stored in 
Drogheda, but sent away to Dublin, as there 
was no milling of wheat in Louth. 

“ We are agitating,’’ continued the witness, 
“to get our wheat milled in Louth :;nd not 
have it brought away to Dublin, which is a 
disadvantage to the Hes: growers and a per- 
sonal disadvantage of myself, as I grow over 
1,000 acres of wheat.’’ 

In further reply to Mr. Murnane, Mr. 
McGee said that there was a wheat buyer 
in Drogheda, with six lorries, carrying County 
Louth wheat away to Dublin, while in one 
place the Great Northern Railway staff had 
been more than doubled to take the wheat 
away out of the county.

PRICE OF MILK IN 
THE NORTH 
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From Ovr CoRRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Thursday Night. 

An application to the Joint Milk 
Council for Northern Ireland requesting 
that they should fix the ay at which 
milk may be sold by wholesale distribu- 
tors to other distributors, who, in their 
turn, retail the milk to the public either 
in shops or otherwise, has been refused. 

This decision has been made by the 
three members who sit on the Council as 
the nominees of the Minister of Agricul- 
ture in accordance with the provisions of 
the Act. The question had been referred 
to them when the other members of te 
Council had failed to agree on the matter. 
In announcing their decision, the three 
members state that they felt considerable 
reluctance in taking any step which might 
endanger the success of the policy of the 
Council, an important element in which 
was the arrangement whereby milk might, 
as had been the case in Belfast for many 
years, be sold by shops at 4d. per gallon 


less than the price for the same grade of 


milk delivered at the customers’ premises. 
It appeared to the members to be in the 
highest. degree probable that, if the 


recommendations of those who suggested 
the fixing of a price for sales of milk to 


| milkshops were accepted, the result would 


be an immediate increase in the price of 
milk to those poorer members of the com- 
munity who purchased their milk from 
milkshops, Such a result would not be in 
the interests of the milk scheme as a 
whole, and they had therefore decided 
not to fix any price for sales of milk by 
the holders of distributors’ licences to 
other holders of such licences.

LEAVE TO APPEAL 
REFUSED | 
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BELFAST SENTENCE FOR 
SHOOTING

The Court of Criminal appeal, Belfast, (Lord 
Justice Best and Mr. Justice Megaw), dis- 
missed esterday the application of George 
Scott, of Downing street, for leave to appeal 
against a sentence of three years passed upon 
him by the Lord Chief Justice at the recent 
City Assizes for shooting, with a revolver, 
a man in Arnon street on June 19th. 

Counsel for the applicant said that the 
grounds of appeal were non-direction and 
misdirection of the jury; also, that the Lord 
Chief Justice failed in his duty .in the interests 
of an undefended prisoner who was unable to 
secure counsel to represent him. 

Lord Justice Best said that there was no 
justification whatever for regrettable alle 
gations against the Chief’ Justice, the trial 
being fair in every way. He also regretted 
that allegations had been made against the 
police that they beat the prisoner at the police 
station after his arrest. 

The Judge added :—‘“‘ A great many more 
people could be brought to: justice if those 
who see crimes had the courage to come 
forward, give evidence, and help the police,” 


ANOTHER APPEAL 


Thomas Connolly, King’s court, Lancaster 
street, appealed against a sentence of five 
years passed by the Belfast Recorder for 
shooting at a band in Clifton street on July 
24th. 

Mr. Campbell, for the appellant, submitted 
that 1t was a case of mistaken identity. The 
ground of the application was that 
there was a misdirection by the Recorder, 
an unsatisfactory trial, and that the 
verdict could not be supported, having 
regard to the evidence. There was also a 
dispute as to the material. facts—whether one 
or two men fired the shots. He asked that 
John Henry, Hanover street, who had made 
a statement to the police, and had not been 
called at the trial, should be examined. They 
had found out since the trial that this man 
had made a statement implicating another

ANY interesting questions will arise for 

Mi decision in litigation before the Courts 
during the Michaelmas Law Sittings, 

which will open in the Four Courts, Dublin, 
on next Thursdry. The appeals to be heard 
by the Supreme Court have increased since 
last term, and yesterday numbered 27, a 
figure that probably will be mcreased before 
the end of the sittings on the 21st December. 

Two of the most important of the appeals 
are those in Which the.

The Attorney-Getieral applied to the High

statements of claim or to dismiss the actions, 
but gave the plaintiffs liberty to apply to 
the Attorney-General for the fiat necessary 
to add the Minister for Finance as a defend.

£5.718 SURCHARGES 


Two appeals have been taken by Thomas 
Reilly, former Secretary of the Leix Board 
of Health, from orders of the High Court.

A discussion on the condition of agricul- 
ture in the Free State took place at a 
meeting of the United Farmers’ Protec- 
tion Association in the Hotel St. George, 
Parnell square, Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. Martin Dolan, Chairman, said that 
they believed that the safety and prosperity 
of the eo wn Í lay in complete separation 
from England, and, in particular, from 
England’s financial system. “We stand 
against England’s brutal, economic war,’’ he 
suid. “The wealth created by the farmers and 
workers has been measared in terms of the 
Bank of England’s money, and the people 
have been robbed for the past 120 years.” 
The first need was the restoration of the 
country’s national currency. 

Mr. Ernest Brown said that they should 
elect three men from each county to form a 
council, from which a committee would be 
elected to act with the full support of the 
farmers of the whole country. In this way 
they could obtain the power which they 
needed, and after a time they could have 
52 members in the Dail. 

Mr. P. J. Gaffney, Secretary, said that 
the fault lay in the invisible fianncial govern- 
ment of the country and the disorganised 
state of the farmers... They had no govern- 
ment in the country, and had never had 
one which governed as sane Irishmen would 
govern, 

Resolutions forwarded by farmers’ organi- 
sations in different counties were read and 
approved. These included a plea to farmers 
to till as much as possible in view of the 
approaching world conditions, and an appeal 
to the Government fo protection for agri: 
culture similar to that given to. industry. 
The Government was also appealed to to 
take over the country’s credit system. Two 
of the resolutions called upon farmers to 
organise a conference in Dublin next 
January.

EUROPEAN COUNTRIES 


An important market for Irish malt has 
been found in Switzerland. Through the 
efforts of the Ivish Chamber the quota with 
Switzerland is being availed of by Irish 
maltsters. France is anxious to receivé Irish 
wool and tweeds, thongh the current rate of 
exchange presents difficulties. Holland has 
markets for malt and wool, and these markets 
‘are being explored. Sweden has inquired. of 
the Chamber for Irish poplins, Irish tweeds, 
and ‘men’s underwear, and the Chamber has 
mut exporters in touch with them. Porttigal 
ha a market for Irish seed potatoes, and 
raany important contracts have been signed 
through the medium of the Chamber. [Irish 
cattle, biscuits, beer and whiskey are in de- 
mand in P. , and commissions have been 
Looked by mentbers of the Chamber, 

The loss of the German market for Irish 
herrings has urged the Irish Chamber to 
search for other markets, and it has beerfound 
that Poland has an opening for all our fresh 
and salted herrings. The proposals made have 
met with enthusiastic support from as many 
as seventeen exporters of Irish herrings. 

A slice of the important American markets 
for our tweeds, meat, pork, bacon, beer, 
and whiskey, is awaiting the co-operation of 
Irish exporters. With the Irish Agricultural 


[rish Industries in close touch, it is proposed 
to get the Irish manufacturers together,: with 
a view to “i. Si some of the. wide 
American markets. 


TRADE WITH SPAIN 


Direct trading with Spain was a feature of 
Trish commercial activities in the past, and 
the Irish Chamber has been busy in promoting 
exchange of commodities between these 
countries where the sea route is short. 
The question of freight is being handled by 
experts of this branch; foreign and home 
Customs and tariff difficulties have been 
smoothed ; members of the Chamber have ex- 
pert services in translating trade communica- 
tions, rate of exchange problems, and 
certificates of origin are being expeditiously 
handled. Close contact is retained with 
Chambers of Commerce in every country in 
the world, and there is a regular exchange of 
publications. There are many inquiries from 
thé Channel Islands for Irish butter, and con- 
tacts have been made, The Irish Chamber 
for- International Trade are prepared to phi 
Irish exporters in immediate contact with 
foreign markets for any commodity they can 
produce. 

Each trade has its own section within the 
Chamber, and experts from that particular 
trade form the sub-committees. In this con- 
nection a very comprehensive memorandum 
dealing with the problems of the fruit trade 
has been prepared by the fruit trade section 
and presented to the Government for their 
consideration. 


THE CASE OF ITALY 


Questioned as to how international trade 
between this country and Italy would be 
affected by the outbreak of war, Mr. McEvoy 
recalled that there had been a shipping service 
direct between the Free State and Italy over 
the past eight or ten years, and though a 
considerable trade had been done principally 
by way of import of marble the trade had 
fallen away considerably during the past few 
years consequent on the imposition of 
embargoes. 

As a matter of fact the trade returns issued 
last week show that the Free State imported 
from Italy in the first eight months of the 
present year goods value £64,500, whilst. this

The Rev. Bolton C. Waller, M.A., said that 
the final proposals of the Committee of Five 
offered to Italy much that, she had claimed.

Sanctions 
might be defined for practical purposes as 
coercive measures intended to uphold right 
and justice and to prevent their violation. 
“Such measures would be, in the first place, 
financial and economic, and to them Italy is 
exceedingly vulnerable. The cutting off of 
loans and credits would severely hamper her, 
At present her gold reserve has dropped from 
£78,000,000 to £72.000,000 in twenty days. 
She cannot pay for goods from abroad. 
Munitions would be cut off and raw materials 
—such as coal, oil, rubber, metals, and, if 
necessary, foodstuffs, though that is undesir- 
able on account of the hardship. inflicted on 
the civilian population.” Tí necessary, he 
said, such measures conld be followed by 
others, such as a naval blockade and stopping 
of the Suez Canal. Prohably such measures 
would be decisive, but obviously might lead 
to real warlike measures. But it would not 
Kage war in the old senses of the word, ‘as 
an instrument of national policy.’ Tt would 
correspond to police measures in a State for 
ithe ‘restfaint of an “aggressor. Force to Tre- 
strain force is utilised in every State, and is 
rightfully used. ‘The right function of 
force in human affairs is to give moral ideas 
time to take root.” ' 


SUPPORT FOR THE LEAGUE 


“The position of the Irish Free State in 
the matter,” continued Mr, Waller, ‘‘ has 
been stated by Mr. de Valera in his remark- 
able speech before the Assembly. It repre- 
sented a decision taken with full responsi- 
bility and with a sense of the gravity of the 
issues, but taken in accord with the pledges 
upon which this country has entered. It 
has been spoken of both hy those who 
approve and by those who disapprove as a 
decision to support Great Britain. That is 
an incorrect way of speaking of it. It is trae 
that the British spokesman was the first at 
Geneva. But the representatives of smaller 
States have been equally decisive. The sup- 
port of the Irish Free. State is not for Great 
Britain, but for the League and for the cause 
of peace. Any other course would have 
meant that this country, alone among the 
smaller members of the League, did not stand 
by ils pledges, and was readv to go back on 
its word. Suggestions have been made that, 
before pledging the I.F.S., our Government 
should have exacted some sort of terms in 
its own interest. While wishing as much as 
anyone for the settlement of the ‘economic 
war,’ I believe that any such bargaining 
would have been dishonourable. Persona! 
and national questions are best vg out of 
this matter We are standing to-day for & 
gicat moral issue—-for peace and for the 
future of the world.” .

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Irish Horses for Belgium 


Belgium is becoming one of Ireland's 
best customers for army horses, which 1s 
all to the good, as far as the farmer and 
the dealer is concerned.

Golf in Egypt 


Mr. Horatio Fairway, the professional 
at the International Golf Club, Port Said, 
who has been visiting Ireland, called on 
me the other day, prior to his departure 
for St. Andrews, where, he tells me, he is 
to lay out a new course. Since his appotnt- 
ment as professional at Port Said, he says, 
che has carried out such extensive improve- 
ments to the course there that anyone who 
has not visited it since 1918 would not 
recognise the place. He assured’ me that 
nowhere in Northern Africa is it possible 
to find a golf course laid out on such 
modern lines, or with such regard for the 
amenities of the neighbourhood. 

The first step in the reorganisation of the 
links was the re-design of the bunkers and 
the re-arrangement of their positions. 
J‘ormerly the bunkers were merely sand 
cunes deposited by the wind, and it was 
certainly very disconcerting to find that on 
arrival at the ninth green the bunkers from 
before the sixteenth had been shifted over- 
night by a sandstorm to the tenth tee. 
This natural phenomenon had made it 
necessary for players and caddies to carry 
shovels in order to clear away the unruly 
bunkers whenever necessary. 


‘Rough on Rabbits 


All this has now been altered, and the 
course is a marvel of ingenuity. First, to 
prevent the deposit of wind-blown sand, a 
12-foot brick wall was erected around the 
course—the bricks, by the way, having 
been readily available in the ruins of 
several near-by ruined temples. The entire 
course was then paved in ferro-concrete 
laid over the shifting sands, an inexpen- 
sive work in reality, having regard to the 
unlimited quantities of sand available. 
The only difficulty experienced was the 
shortage of water, but this was overcome 
by the simple expedient of laying all of 
the concrete in a dry state and waiting 
for the annual inundation caused by the 
overflow of the Nile. 

Mr. Fairway tells me that he has 
modelled the new bunkers in accordance 
with the principles of ancient Egyptian 
architecture. Several are, of course, 
simply synthetic sand dunes, but many 
are of considerable artistic merit, notably 
that between the 4th and 65th greens, 
where he erected two concrete replicas of 
the Pyramids. The Sphinx appears on the 
border of the llth green, while a final 
heroic effort is needed at the 18th, where 
the green is situated on the top of an 
exquisite reproduction of the Tower of 
Babel. In contrast to the drab monotony 
of the surrounding desert, the entire 
course has been treated with an unfadeable 
green pigment, giving every appearance of 
a delightful expanse of well-watered turf. 

The Port Said course has, I am given 
to .@derstand, been suggested as the venue 
for the Open Championship of 1937, but 
some authorities are not yet quite satisfied 
as to its suitability, in view of the neces- 
sity for using there a_ cast-iron ball, 
because the standard rubber-cored ball has 
been known to bounce as many as one 
hundred and eleven times and then finish 
up in the Red Sea. 


“Gave the Best Dinners” 


General the Hon. Sir Galbraith Lowry 
Cole, G.C.D., who died ninety-three years 
ago to-day, was eminent in the military 
world because of his services in the 
Peninsular and subsequent wars, and 
when Napoleon escaped from Elba Cole 


had the great distinction of being 
specially singled out by the Duke of 
Wellington to accompany him. to 
Belgium. 


Cole had just made arrangements for 
his marriage, and intended to join the 
Duke after the honeymoon; but, before 
that happy period had well commenced, 
the Battle of Waterloo had broken out. 

Cole made himself extremely popular in

military quarters by the excellence of his 
dinners, which drew from Wellington the 
advice to a new officer of his staff: “ Cole 
gives the best dinners, Hill the next best, 
mine are great things, and Beresford’s 
and Picton’s are very bad, indeed:”’ 

. A son of the rl of Enniskillen, 
General Cole became M.P. for Fermanagh, 
and held that seat for twenty years, and 
later became Governor of Mauritius and 
of the Cape of Good Hope. He was born 
in Dublin, and a monument to his memory 
is still a landmark in Enniskillen. 


Climbers 


While picking blackberries in Co. Wick- | 


low the other day, writes a correspondent, 
it occurred to me that the difficulties with 
which plant life has to contend are 
nowhere better illustrated than in a 
country hedge. The bramble, for instance, 
begins its career as a shoot in the bottom 
‘of the hedge. It would soon perish for 


want of sunshine and air if it did not| “ 


possess thorns with reflexed points set at 
intervals which enable it to hang on to 
the hawthorn branches, and so climb 
upwards, until eventually it throws nume- 
rous shoots over the top of the hedge. The 
wild rose climbs in similar fashion, but 
the honeysuckle uses a different method. 
By means of its sensitive growing tips it 
seems to-feel its way around supporting 
branches, always with an upward thrust. 
It is curious how some of these twining 
plants, such as the convolvulus, turn 
towards the sun, while others, like the 
hop, twist in the opposite direction. 
Many creep upwards by means of tendrils, 
like the garden pea. The tendril is really 
a kind of leaf which contracts after cur!- 
ing round its support, and tends to become 
woody. The most remarkable of all 
climbers, however, is the. ivy, which 
attaches itself to the host plant and draws 
its sustenance from it by means of aerial 
tootlets. It clings proverbially close to 
its victim, usually to the detriment of the 
latter, until the flowering period comes. 
It is then sufficiently advanced to throw 
out flowering shoots, which have no 
rootlets. During its progress upwards the 
ivy is necessarily in a shady position, but 
the blossoming branches, being thus devoid 
of support, fall forwards and downwards 
ihto the light. ' 


Tallaght Castle 


It would be difficult to find any place in 
Ireland, writes a correspondent, where 
legend goes back as far as it does in 
Tallaght and its vicinity. In the so-called 
first colonisation of Ireland—about 3000 
B.C.—Parthelon and his people are said 
to have occupied the vale of the Liffey, 
until they were virtually exterminated by 
a plague which Zaye the place-name to 
Tam-lacht, or Tallaght (the place of the | 
plague), because in that district many of 
the victims, were buried. Coming to his- | 
torical times, a castle was erected in 
Tallaght about 700 years ago, and rebuilt 
in 1324. In 1729 Archbishop Hoadley 
pulled down the castle, except one small 
tower, and used the stones to erect a 
palace. When the Archbishops of Dublin 
ceased to reside in Tallaght the palace fell 
into decay, and houses were built out of its 
ruins in turn. In 1842 the site was leased 
to the Dominicans, who established a 
monastery. Where the palace of the arch- 
bishops stood there is now a garden, of 
which the principal feature is a great 
walnut tree, known as “ St. Maelruan’s 
Tree,’’ after the patron saint of Tallaght. 
The trunk of this tree, which is not only 
older than the palace, but probably older 
than the original castle, is about ten feet 
high, after which it spreads into branches. 
During the great storm of the 6th January, 
1839, the trunk was split to the ground, 
but this does not seem to have affected the 
tree, which is still flourishing and bears 
plenty of fruit. Walnut trees are not very 
common in Ireland, and this is probably 
the most ancient specimen in the country. 


Male Models 


I notice that several Dublin outfitting 
establisiiments are displaying the Iatest 
styles in men’s suits on models which 
look like the aVerage man.

elaborate and colourful embroideries. 


Peasant Industries 


Madame Dobrzynski, who is a lady of 
much culture, is a graduate of the Warsaw 
University, where her subject was the 
‘‘History of Art and Philosophy.” She 
spent a year in Paris continuing these 
studies, and has devoted a great part of 
her time to the various organisations for 
the advancement of att in Poland. She is 
enthusiastic about the peasant industries. 
Poland, like Ireland, is an agricultural 
country, and with the long winter and 
many months of snow the people in the 
farms work industrially at weaving, rug- 
making, and especially embroidery. They 
are all born artists, she tells me, for they 
have never been taught, but create the 
most lovely designs, and have a great eye 
for colour. They weave their own linen 
and cloth, and as everyone wears the 
national dress they have a busy time. Some 
years ago there was a danger of these 
country arts dying, and a group of women, 
of whom Madame Dobrzynski was one, 
formed an organisation to arouse the 
country to prevent this. As an example, 
every lady in Poland wore a linen dress. 
These industries have done much to keep 
rural life in Poland untouched by the 
machine mind of other countries, and the 
people are happy on the land. 


The Art of Poland 


One of the movements in which Madam 
Dobrzynski is interested is the society for 
the preservation of beautiful and historical 
monuments, . something like our own 
Antiquarian Society. Many of the old 
palaces are now museums, and some of 
the famous castles, such as the Wilanow, 
built by King John Sobieski, is now the 
museum of the city. We are rot en- 
tirely ignorant, even in Ireland, of 
Poland’s great artists. Naturally, every- 
one has heard of Paderewski, but ‘our

SERIOUS clash between Italian native 
A troops and Abyssinians at Wal Wal, 

on the unmarked Somaliland frontier, 
on December 5, 1934, was the immediate cause 
of the Italo-Abyssinian dispute. About 60 
Italian native soldiers and 107 Abyssinians 
were killed. It has since been reported to 
the League of Nations by the Italo-Abyssinian 
Commission of Conciliation and Arbitration 
that neither the Italian Government nor the 
Abyssinian Government could be held respon- 


sibie tor what happened at Wal Wal.

Behind the Wal Wal incident, 
however, the Commission found a long record

Relations became embittered as a direct 
consequence of Wal Wal. There were other 
frontier incidents, and each (Government 


charged the other with aggression, 


Abyssinia, immediately after the Wal Wal 
ficht, asked for arbitration. Italy refused, 
and demanded apologies, a salute to the 
Italian flag at Wal Wal, punishment for 
the offenders, and £20,000 compensation. 
These demands were rejected, and on. Decem- 
ber 14 Abyssinia sent a protest to the League, 
to which she was admitted in 1923, largely on 


the recommendation of Italy. 


Italy’s continued refusal to arbitrate led 
Abyssinia, on January ó, 1935, to appeal to 
the League, under Article Eleven of the 
Covenant. On January 19 the appeal was 
suspended, both Governments agreeing to séek 
i settlement by means of direct negotiations 
n the spirit of their Treaty of Friendship of

MILITARY MEASURES 


In the first week of February a began 
the military measures that gradual 
developed ‘to enormous proportions. Two 
divisions—about 25,000 men—were mobilised. 
A week later what were to prove to be the 
first of a leng procession of troop transports 
left Italy for Italian East Africa. Long before 
this, however, the British Government had 
begun to exert its influence for a peaceful 
settlement. Its position was that it had no 
direct interest in the dispute, that it stood in 
friendly relation to both countries, and that 
as a member of the League of Nations it 
ought to do, everything it could to facilitate 
agreement. The British Government earlier 
had urged direct negotiations, and, following 
the League meeting in January, it authorised 
the British Minister at Addis Ababa to use 
his good offices in promoting the success of 
the negotiations. : 
The British Ambassador at Rome was in- 
formed by the Italian Government early in 
February that the military measures were pre- 
cautionary and in no way implied an inten- 
tion to abandon the efforts for an 
amicable settlement by direct . negotiations. 
Discussions proceeded between Italy and 
Abvssinia, and eventually an agreement was 
reached on the recognition of a neutral zone 
between troops in the Wal Wal district. But 
the more serious differences remained. Italy 
still opposing the claim for arbitration; and 
‘mn March Abyssinia asked the League Coun- 
cil to take up again her dispute with Italy. 
She said that there had been no real nego- 
tiations, complained of Italy’s military mea- 
sures, and appealed to the League, under 
Article 15 of the Covenant, which provides 
for the treatment, of disputes likely to ‘ead 
to a rupture which have not been submitted 
to arbitration or judicial settlement. ‘taly 
replied that she was prepared to proceed with 
the constitution of the Commission of Con- 
ciliation, for which provision was made in 
the Treaty of 1928. 
The Italian communication to the League 
was followed shortly afterwards by cho an- 
nouncement that.

Charges in regard to military coneentrations 
were made by each country against the other. 
Before the Council of the League met in 
May to consider the dispute, Signor Mussolini 
made a speech which was interpreted as a 
warning to. the League and others not to 
interfere. He denied the rumour of Anglo- 
French diplomatic steps in Rome, and said 
that the very word “step ” was highly un- 
acceptable. He declared that Italy would 
despatch to East Africa all the troops she 
considered necessary, and that « nobody can 
arrogate the intolerable claim to intervene in 
what concerns the character and extent of 
our precautionary measures.”’ 

On May 24 og | accepted at Geneva pro- 
posals that had been put forward at the 
Council by Mr. Eden, the British delegate, 
and M. Laval, the French delegate, who 
acted as joint rapporteurs. It was arranged 
that conciliation under the 1928 Treaty 
should begin with four arbitrators, two 
nominated by Italy and two by Abyssinia, 
and that the Council should meet again if a 
settlement had not taken place by August 25. 
British influence was specially important in 
maintaining the position of the League with 
reference to the dispute, and in securing that 
it should remain in close contact with the 
situation. 

The setting up of the Conciliation Com- 
mission had no effect og the Italian military 
measures, which proceeded more and more 
vigorously. The Italian Press attacks on 
Britain and the British Government became 
more frequent and bitter. On June 9 Mus- 
solini, addressing the Cagliari Blackshirts, 
said: “* We have old and new accounts 
settle: we will settle them.

SIR SAMUEL HOARE’S

Rumours of War 


‘Raucous cries of “ Stop Press ” broke 
the calm of an autumn morning in Dublin 
yesterday, and before lunch-time the city 
was agog at the news that the war in 
Abyssinia had started. Signor Mussolini, 
it appeared, had ‘not troubled to wait for 
the conventional declaration of thostilities ; 
he had not even sent an ultimatum to the 
Negus. His troops, without a word of 
warning, had opened their campaign, and 
had inflicted heavy losses on their 
opponents. As the day wore on the tele- 
grams from Addis Ababa became more and 
more ‘‘ sensational.” Italian aeroplanes 
had dropped bombs on the “ open ’’ towns 
of Adowa and Adigrat, and, apparently, 
out of a ‘spirit of sheer mischief, had 
chosen a Red Cross hospital as their first 
target, killing and wounding a number of 
nurses in the process. The situation in 
Abyssinia undoubtedly is grave. Indeed, 
it hardly could be graver; but we advise 
our readers to accept all messages from 
Addis Ababa with the utmost reserve. 
Signor Mussolini is a foolhardy man; but 
we find it very difficult to believe that 
even he would put himself and his people 
so hopelessly in the wrong as to start war- 
like operations against the Abyssinians 
without some preliminary statement of 
his intentions. As a matter of fact, official 
circles in Rome declare that they know 
nothing of the alleged air raids on 
defenceless towns. Representatives of the 
Italian Government are very reticent; but 
they declare that the only operations that 
have been undertaken have baen move- 
ments of Italian troops to slightly more 
advanced positions along the Eritrean 
border, as a result of the Negus’s orders 
for general mobilisation. The story of 
the raid on the hospital may be dismissed 
as an ancient canard, All sorts /of fan- 
tastic rumours are flying around in 
Abyssinia, and it was inevitable that the 
first victims of Italian fury should be 
hospital nurses. We have very little 
symrpathy with Signor Mussolini in this 
crisis; but it would be a great pity if 
credence should be given to stories of this 
kind. The truth, in all conscience, is 
terrible enough. Things have reached a 
stage now at which war is likely to break 
out at any moment; yet we refuse to 
believe that Signor Mussolini will ignore 
the ordinary forms of civilised behaviour. 
An ominous telegram from Addis Ababa 
suggests that the staff of the Italian Lega- 
tion in that city may be held as hostages 
by the Negus, and it is most unlikely that 
the Duce would sacrifice his country’s 
servants by an open breach of all inter- 
national law. On the other hand, the 
world now must face the fact that war

Night Noises 


‘The 7,000,000 inhabitants of this 
metropolis,’ says Mayor La Guardia, of 
New York; “ must be allowed to sleep 
between the hours of 11 p.m. and 7 a.m.”;

In a. few weeks Mr. La 
Guardia hopes that his city, sullied with 
the reputation of the noisiest in the world, 
will undergo a complete transformation, 
and become a place fit for sleepers to sleep 
in, and industrious New Yorkers to build 
‘up their strength for the labours of the 
coming day. We feel sure that if the 
experts set to work after these regula- 


or two they will find that the productive 
capacity of the metropolitan office-worker

| less surprising, margin, The individual 
reaction probably would be negligible, 
and some cases even might show a falling- 
off in efficiency ; but, in the round, the 
figures would prove that this matter of 
night noise has a large importance. Here 
in Dublin there are signs that we 
gradually are becoming conscious of the 
nuisance.

piercingly along the overhead wires, uneven 
sections of the line set the cars swaying and 
bouncing to the accompaniment of a 
general metallic uproar, and the action of 
braking adds immeasurably to the din. At 
present the tramways are indispensable to 
a huge body of Dublin workers, but if, 
sometime in the future, they should be 
replaced by a less noisy transport system 
our city conceivably would -be more peace- 
ful by night."

A Soldier's Diet 


A scarcity of macaroni and, spaghetti is 
expected in the provision h-án as as the 
Italian Government bas commandeered all 
available supplies and forbidden exports. 
The macaroni is wanted for the troops, as 
the glutinous wheat from which it is made 


renders it extremely suitable as food 
ade active service. Every soldier is 
provided with an “iron ration” of 


macaroni in the shape of small oval 
biscuits, which, on being treated with hot 
water, swell to double their original size. 
These can be kept for any length of time 
without deterioration and a soldier can 
thus carry enough food to last him for 
forty-eight hours. The Abyssinians rely on 
dried grain and vegetables, each man 
carrying his own supplies in a little sack.

FE VENTS outstripped even the 

accelerated procedure of the 
League with a vengeance to-day, and 
the Council of Thirteen found itself 
confronted by a situation with which 
it could not deal. It was, there- 
fore, decided to convene the Council 


for Saturday morning. _ It is hoped 
that, not only will Mr. Eden and M.

THE HORSE-POWER TAX 
CONCESSION

From Oun CoRRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Thursday. 

At. the end of the present quarter Northern 
Ireland motorists will gain the advantage of 
the horse-power tax concession contained in 
the last Budget of the Northern Minister of 
Finance. At the close of the year the £1 
per horse-power tax on private cars will cease, 
and car-owners will be called upon to pay 
only 17s. 6d., which is a reduction of 124 per 
cent. In Great Britain the £1 horse-power 
tax has been reduced 25 per cent.—viz., to 
15s. Northern motorists have not been able 
to secure the same concession, but the 12} per 
cent. reduction will be welcomed. 

A similar reduction will be made on motor- 
cycles. The present rate is 15s, per annum 
on machines under 150 ¢.c.; 3s. from 150 c.c. 
to 250 c.c., and £3 on those over 250 c.c. 

Farmers who own their own lorries for 
conveying produce for themselves and their 
immediate neighbours will fare even better, as 
they receive a reduction of 25 per cent. in 
the horse-power tax.

SUGGESTED DUTY OF 
DEPARTMENT 


HE opinion that the Department of 
Education should compile a standard 
series of school text books in the Irish 

language was advanced. yesterday by the 
Secretary of the Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation (Mr. T. J. O'Connell). He was 
discussing with a reporter an article in yes 
terday’s /J/rish Times, which _ stated: 
‘Teachers in the Free State are again press- 
ing the Government to take over the contro! 
of the publication of school books. The De. 
partment of Education is being asked, not 
alone to publish and issue the books to pupils 
free of charge, but to have the printing done 
by the State as well.” 

Mr. T. J. O'Connell said he thought that 
there was no question at the moment of the 
publication of books by the Government, He 
considered, however, that the question of text 
books for schools in the Irish language was 
an important one, as there was very great 
difficulty in. obtaining suitable text books ‘p 
that language. This question was, of course, 
made all the more difficult on account of tho 
dialects. No one person taken from the four 
provinces would agree to the standardisatior 
of Irish text books in the one dialect. 

“The majority of ‘teachers will agree that 
the Department of Education would be weli 
advised to prepare a standard series, em- 
bracing a variety of choice, in Irish, in the 
different dialects, especially in view of the 
great effort being made to revive the lan- 
guage.” 


STANDARDISED BOOKS 


About 1890 standardised school books were 
issued tree by the National Education Board, 
and those books became familiar to ail 
students. In that way they got a very good 
knowledge of the English language. I see no 
reason why the same course should not be 
taken now with the Irish language. I think 
that teachers would have very strong 
approval for some plan like that. 

“Tt will be recalled that at the last Con. 
gress of the Irish National Teachers’ Organi- 
sation the following resolution was passed :-— 
‘That a suitable series of graded text books 
in all subjects and for all standards: be com- 
piled and = free to all pupils in 
national schools.’ 

“ this were done,” continued Mr. O’Con- 
nell, “it would be a great thing for many 
families, who have now to foot a bill often 
running into pounds, at the end of each year 
or term.”’ 


ANOTHER VIEW 


A Dublin authority on educational matters, 
in a non-official capacity, said yesterday that 
there was a strongly antagonistic body of 
opposition, perhaps more particularly from 
the point of view of the Churches, towards 
any State control over the publication of 
school books. There was a fear—not, of 
course, with the present Government, but in 
the future, that the secular authorities might 
come in and attempt to oppose the views of 
the Churches, : 

“There is another objection, and a very 
important one for book publishers,’’ continued 
this authority, ‘It would hardly seem fair 
that State money should be used: to compete 
against. publishers in their own  business— 
publishers who .are paying taxes in the 
ordinary way. aks a, 

‘Books issued by the Government might, 
of coursé, be helpful from the point of 
view of standardisation, but that certainly 
would’ prevent freedom of reading. A Go- 
verhmént ~control over text-books would, 
because of. the -expetise entailed, mean a 
very limited range, and it is surely better 
to have a wide range of interest with a slight 
lowering of the standard, than to have a 
limited ‘school library” of a relatively high 
standard, , In England and for that matte:
